hibition in Iowa came the cry to down 
tobacco. 
More people, he claimed, 
flied of measles, whooping cough, dys­ 
pepsia and consumption than from 
over-indulgence in liquors. 
He as­ 
serted that the Billie supported wine 
drinking in moderation. 
He referred to G. AV. Calderwood. 
whom he termed tile head and front 
of the prohibiton 
movement 
and 
claimed that neither brains nm ex­ 
perience were necessary to head such 
a movement. 
He alluded to Willmar, 
Minn., as a prohibition 
town 
and 
j compared its tax rate with Chisholm, 
a decidedly wet town and claimed his 
figures showed a higher rate of taxa­ 
tion in Willmar. 
He claimed that 
the wet state of Minnesota could 
show a finer school system and great- 
j cr am ount of school funds, a more 
splendid state capitol, a greater gov­ 
ernor, John A. Johnson, th an any 
wet state. 
There was more drunk- 
eness in the dry state of Maine, he 
said, th a n in the wet state of Min­ 
nesota.

The census board holds 
that the occupation followed by a child 
or a woman is just as important for 
census purposes as the occupation of 
a man 
Therefore t lie enumerators are 
told never to take it for granted with­ 
out inquiry that a woman or child old 
enough to work has no gainful oceu- I 
pat ion 
It is pointed out. however, that only 
gainful occupations are to be report­ 
ed. 
By this is meant any employment, 
work, profession or vocation by which 
the person working regularly earns 
money or its equivalent. The fact that 
a person has no gainful occupation is 
to be noted on the schedule. 
If a per­ 
son is only temp...artly unemployed on 


account o f la* I; of work or sickness or 
other temporary reason Hie occupation 
which that person usually foil oxes is to 
be reported. 
If a person has txvo occupations the 
enumerator must return only tin.* mort* 
important one- that is, the one from 
which the person gets the more money. 
If that cannot be learned, then he is to 
return tile one at xvhich the person 
speuds tin* more time. 
Iii the case of a woman doing house 
work iii her own borne without salary 
or xvages and having no other employ­ 
ment the entry is to be that she lias 
no occupation. 
But a xvoman working 
at housework for xvages xviii I»♦* re 
turned as housekeeper, servant, cook 
or chambermaid, as the case may be 
Or lf a woman, iii addition to doing 
housework in her own home, regularly 
earns money by some other occupa­ 
tion, xvhether pursued in her own home 
or outside, that occupation xviii Im* re 
turned. 
A xvoman working regularly at out 
door farm 
work, even 
though she 
works on tile home farm for h e r hus­ 
band, son or other relative anil does 
not receive money wages, xviii be re 
turned as ii farm laborer. 
But ii wo 
man xvho herself operates or runs a 
farm 
will Ik* reported as a farmer 
aud not as ii farm laborer. 
If any child of whatever age. is reg 
ilia fly earning money, the employment 
which he or sin* follow’s xviii Ik* re 
turned as an occpation. 
This applies 
also to a child working for board 
away from home, 
lf any person is 
attending school or college and at the 
same time is regularly earning money 
at some gainful occupation the enu­ 
merators are to return that occupation.
